22. (Original) The method of claim 12, further comprising subjecting the cancer (cells) of 
the subject to a cell death stimulus.

31. (Original) A method for promoting apoptosis of cells having reduced or absent LKB1 
activity, comprising 
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contacting the cells with a compound that is an activator of AMP- activated protein kinase 
(AMPK).

36. (Original) The method of claim 31, wherein the compound is metformin or an analog or 
derivative thereof that increases AMPK activity.

activity an effective amount of The method of claim 17, wherein the analog of metformin is 
phenformin. 

72. (Currently amended) A method for promoting apoptosis of cells having reduced or 
absent LKB1 activity comprising 

contacting the cells with The method of claim 36, wherein the analog of metformin is 
phenformin.
